His expressed wish regarding the 
manner of h^s death came true for 
Max Huber, 76, for more than half a 
century a painting contractor and ex- 
pert sign painter in this region, who 
passed away suddenly this morning at 
his home in Antioch township as he 
was preparing to set out on his day's 

work. , • 

Hiiber had risen at his customary 
time and intended to start work upon 
a painting job around noon today. 
Shortly after arising, however, he had 
returned to his bedroom and his wife 
heard him fall to the floor. 

Summoning Dr. W. F. Kraemer, she 
followed his instructions for first aid 
while the physician was en route to 
the home, but Huber passed away al- 
most instantly and was already dead 
when Dr. Kraemer arrived. 
Came Here as Youth 

He was born July 13, 1869, in 
Munich, Bavaria, Germany, and came 
to this country at the age of 18, settl- 
ing shortly afterward in the Lake 
Villa and Antioch area. For a time 
he maintained a paint shop in Lake 
Villa. 

With the exception of a few years 
during which he and Mrs. Huber (who 
before their marriage Nov. 20, 1907, 
was Mrs. Louania Wallis Little) lived 
in Colorado, he was a life-long resi- 
dent of this area. 

Survivors include his half-brother, 
Frank, of Antioch; a step-daughter, 
Mrs. Nina Fox, and a step-grandchild, 
both of Antioch : township. 

He was for many years active in the 
Masonic lodge here and was one of its 
past masters. 

Final services will be' held in the 
Strang Funeral home here, probably 
on Saturday, although the exact hour 
.had not been . announced ,~'&t t the time 
the News went to preks 'today. 

Huber was widely known and well 
liked throughout this region. He had 
a wonderful memory and was noted 
for his ability to recall details of 
earlier days. - ■ ' ' 



Tax Books to Be 

Ready in April, 

County Clerk Says 

■ Tax books will probably be ready 
for delivery to town collectors about 
the middle of April, according to 
County Clerk Jay B. Morse and Wal- 
ter Smith, head of the tax extension 
division in the county clerk's office. 

The collectors will start preparing 
and mailing bills for individual .tax- 
payers immediately upon receipt of 
their tax books. Penalties will not go 
into effect until June 1. 

An assessed valuation of $89,088,- 
030 for the county for 1944 is the 
basis for the tax rates. This valuation 
is an increase of $214,433 over that 
for 1943. 

Antioch, School District No. 34 will 
have a rate of 6.20 as compared with 
one of 6.07 for 1943. .

A budget of $17,100 was voted by tbo 
electors of Antioch township for tbo 
fiscal year commencing April 3, at 
the annual town meeting Tuesday 
afternoon. This is a reduction of 
$1,658 from the budget for the pre- 
vious year, when the levy was set at 
$18,758. 

The assessment rate will remain the 
same, .20 on each $100 valuation. 

The town fund, $5,300, and public 
library fund, $4,000 both showed re- 
ductions from the past year, when 
they were set at $5,700 and $5,358, re- 
spectively. The poor relief fund, 
$7,800, however, represented an in- 
crease of $100 over last year's.

, to the top of the ladder in their activities. His military 
life started at the age of 40, after he had made more 
than a million dollars trading in lands, livestock, cotton 
planting, and the buying and selling of slaves, in which 
latter trade he was noted for not separating families or 
selling to individuals who would be cruel masters. 
Forty-five of his slaves followed him through the Civil 
War as teamsters and he gave them their free papers 
18 months before the war closed for fear he might be 
killed. 

He enlisted as a private in the Confederate army 
because his "vote had been unable to preserve the 
peace." He was the one private of all the armies of that 
war to rise to the rank of lieutenant general, and whose 
operations long after he was dead were to receive the 
respectful study of commanders of armies in the United 
States and Europe. He had no previous military edu- 
cation and little schooling. As private or general, he 
was in the midst of combat. He was wounded four times, 
had 29 horses shot out from under him, and was credited 
with no fewer than 30 enemy soldiers accounted for 
in hand to hand fighting. 

Henry's book is a fascinating story of Civil War 
action that is generally buried in dry, factual history. 
The book gives the reader a better understanding of the 
South, and it illustrates once again that the United 
States was built by individuals, regardless of which side 
they were on, or the lowliness or prominence of their 
positions.

A Constructive Program 

There is one type of public construction that does 
not put government into competition with private enter- 
prise — rond building, which all the people can use. 
Those who think they 'have no interest, in an adequate 
highway system, because they do not use it extensively, 
should revise their opinion. Even in peacetime, good 
roads are an essential part of the transportation machin- 
ery that keeps the country going. 



According to the American Roadbuilders' associ- 
ation, 75,000 miles of the nation's 415,000 miles of main 
slate highways are worn out roads of 20 or more years 
of service, which must be rebuilt. Another 47,000 miles 
should be widened for safety's sake and to eliminate 
congestion. Highways that should be relocated to save 
time and distance total 37,000 miles; Nearly 160,000 
miles, or more than one-third of the main state high- 
ways, require major improvement. Some 30,000 unsafe 
bridges must be rebuilt or widened. 

In addition, several hundred thousand miles of 
the more than 2,400,000 miles of county and farm-to- 
market roads require improvement, grading and drain- 
ing or light surfacing. Thousands of miles of city streets 
heed- reconstruction or new surfacing.

Urge Veterans to Keep 

Their Government Insurance 

■ A plea to all, discharged servicemen and women 
to keep in force the National Service Life Insurance 
which they carried while in uniform is being made by 
the American Legion. In Illinois, all posts and districts 
of the veterans' organization, under the leadership of 
Lester R. Benston, state service officer, are taking steps 
to point out to World War II veterans that under recent 
changes of the National Service Life Insurance Act, 
they may now, as civilians, reinstate their insurance by 
payment of only two monthly premiums. 

Alarmed by the growing number of insurance 
policies that arc being forfeited through lapse of prem- 
iums, most of the nation's major life insurance com- 
panies are supporting the Legion's plea. To date more 
than 260,000 service policies, averaging $8,000 and 
totalling $2,080,000,000 are known to have lapsed. The 
premiums already paid on these policies and that would 
be lost to their discharged holders total more than 
twelve million dollars. 

Only one out of every five discharged veterans is 
retaining his government insurance protection, the Le- 
gion states, this despite the fact that it costs only 67 
cents monthly to keep a $1,000 policy in force.

SECTION 1. ELECTION — TERM. 

The Village Clerk shall be elected 
and serve for a four-year term, and 
until, his successor is elected and 
qualified as is provided by statute. 

SECTION 2. BOND. 

Before entering upon the duties of 
his office, the Village Clerk shall exe- 
cute a bond in such amount and with 
surety bond as may be required by 
the- Board of Trustees, conditioned 
upon the faithful performance of his 
duties.

SECTION 6. RECORDS. 

In addition to the record of ordi- 
nances and other records which the 
Village Clerk is required by statute 
to keep, the Clerk shall keep a regis- 
ter of all licenses and permits issued, 
and the payments thereon; a record 
showing all of the officers and regular 
employees of the Village; and such 
other records as may be required by 
the Board of Trustees. 

SECTION 7. DUTIES. 

He shall preserve all warrants 
which are returned into his hands and 
he shall keep such books and his ac- 
counts in such manner as the Village 
Board may prescribe. Such warrants, 
books, and all papers pertaining to his 
office, shall, at all times,, be- open to 
the inspection of and subject, to the 
Gemination by th'e : Presidcht v pr any 
member/of the Board of Trustees or 
committee thereof.^He shall monthly 
pay over to the Treasurer all moneys 
collected by him from any source 
whatsoever, taking such Treasurer's 
receipts therefor in duplicate, one of 
which receipts he shall, at once, file in 
his office. 

He shall collect all special assess- 
ments, keeping record of the particu- 
lar warrant, .special assessment or ac- 
count on which collected, the balance 
of moneys uncollected at the time. 
He shall publish or post the same as 
hereinbefore required in respect to 
the annual report of the Treasurer. 
The Village Clerk is expressly pro- 
hibited from keeping the moneys of 
the Village in his hands or in the 
hands of any- persons or corporation 
to his use, beyond the time which may 
be prescribed for the payment of the 
same to the Treasurer and any viola- 
tion of this provision will subject him 
to immediate removal from office. 
On all Village collections, papers, 
books, warrants and vouchers may be 
examined at any time by the President 
or Clerk, or any member of the Vil- 
lage Board. 

It shall be the duty of the Village 
Clerk, in addition to the above duties, 
to collect, or cause to be collected, all 
license fees, fees for inspection, fees 
for permits, water tax, service and 

charges for use and consumption 

thereof certified to him for collection 
or as delinquent, compensation for 
franchises, collection of all special 

assessments, special taxes and taxes 

in the nature of special assessments, 

and all other payments of money, not 
otherwise specifically provided for, to 
the Village, shall be paid direct to the 
Village Clerk, collected or cause to be 

collected by him, and such payments 

shall be transmitted by the Village

AN ORDINANCE LICENSING DIS- 
TRIBUTORS OF MILK AND PRO- 
VIDING FOR PASTEURIZATION OF 
MILK AND MILK PRODUCTS WITH- 
IN THE VILLAGE OF ANTIOCH, 
LAKE COUNTY, ILLINOIS. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESI- 
DENT AND BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF THE VILLAGE OF ANTIOCH, 
ILLINOIS: 

SECTION 1. License to Sell or 
Distribute Milk. 

No person, firm or corporation shall 



advisable inspect all vehicles used for 
the delivery of milk in the village to 
see that they are kept in a clean and 
sanitary condition, and shall report to 
the Board of Trustees any vehicle not 
found in such condition. 

SECTION 5. Definitions. 

Milk and milk products hereunder 
shall be taken to mean and include 
milk, cream, sour cream, homogenized 
milk, vitamin D milk, buttermilk, 
skimmed milk, milk beverages and 
skimmed-milk beverages. 

Pasteurized milk means milk pas- 
teurized in accordance with the Act of 
the Legislature of the State of Illinois 
entitled, "An Act regulating the 
Handling, Processing, Labeling, Sale 
and Distribution of Pasteurized Milk 
and Pasteurized Milk Products," ap- 
proved July 24, 1939. 

SECTION 6. Labeling. 

All bottles, cans, packages, and 
other containers enclosing milk and 



or milk products shall be sold to the 
final consumer or to the restaurants, 
soda fountains, grocery stores, or simi- 
lar establishments, except pasteurized 
milk or pasteurized milk products. 
This section shall not apply to farmers 
delivering milk to pasteurizers within 
the Village. 

SECTION 8. Penalty. 

Any person who shall violate any 
provisions of this ordinance shall be 
fined not less than $5.00 and not more 
than $200.00, in the discretion of the 
court. Each day a violation continues 
shall constitute a separate offense. 

SECTION 9. Unconstitutionality 
Clause. 

Should any section, paragraph, sen- 
tence, clause, or phrase of this ordin- 
ance be declared unconstitutional or 
invalid for any reason, the remainder 
of said ordinance shall not be affected 
thereby. 

SECTION 10. Effective Date. 

This ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect immediately upon its adop- 
tion, approval and publication as pro- 
vided by law, and shall apply to all 
sales on and after May 1, 1945.
